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THE BUENING OF THE INSTlTUrE 
FOE THE DEAF AND DUMB. 
At nine o'clock tim rn jrnin^ a fire broke 
out in the Institute for the Djaf aud Dumb 
at Delay aq, aud rn a few bourd the mag­ 
nificent building was a blackened heap of 
ruins. The burning ot the Institute was 
telegraphed to Governor bmith and at 
eleven o’clock he boarded a special tram 
and went immediately to Delavan. The 
Institute building wa9 
one 
t i 
the 
finest iu the Stale. It stood on a com­ 
manding site near the village of Delavan, 
and was surrounded by twenty-two acres 
of grouad belonging to the State. The In­ 
stitute was legalized by the Legislature in 
1352. A building Jls:41, two stories high, 
beside basement and ait ic. was erected In 
1854. Up to 1857, $23,SJO had been ap­ 
propriated by the Legislature for buildings, 
repairs, and the support ot the school; and 
in 1357, |34,509 were appropriated. In 
1SG0 it was 
found necessary to en­ 
large the building, and in that year 
$98,000 were appropriated for building 
and the support of the institute. 
The 
West wing, was completed in 1867, which 
made the building one ot the handsomest 
in Wisconsin. The total cost of the entire 
structure was $110,000. The 
loss is a 
heavy one to the Slate as there was no in­ 
surance.

Our friends regard the production and 
perpetuation of wealth as being due al­ 
most entirely to labor. 
They often say 
that laboring men—as distinct from the 
class of capitalists and cultivated people— 
have created the wealth of the country, 
and it is sometimes added that it justly 
belongs to them. 
The working people do 
not generally understand now much the 
productioa and existence of wealth de­ 
pend upon otfier elements than mere 
muscular exertion. They do not appreciate 
the pptt which is performed by cuitiva ted 
men and capitalists in 
organizing and 
equipping business enterprises, in adapt- 
p rod action to the markets of the world, 
and in so directing the labor of multitudes 
ut men and the use of costly machinery as 
not to impair the capital invested. 
They 
do not even understand clearly that the 
destruction of capital ruins tho laborers of 
the country by destroying the business 
which gives them employment. 
Many 
laborers think they are lo some way 
efitted by all those losses sustained by 
Rabats. Wealth 
is 
not 
so stable or 
permanent 
as 
our 
friends 
be­ 
lieve. 
It 
is 
of 
a 
sensitive 
nature, aud does not bear rough handling. 
It is easy to destroy the value of any kind 
ct property or investment by injurious leg* 
lslatioo or mischevious municipal admin­ 
istration. But many men believe that by 
means of legislation “in the interests ut 
labor,” and by severe taxation, most of the 
wealth now in the possession ol rich men 
and corporations can be transferred, with­ 
out Impairment, to the hands of the work­ 
ing people. I think the actual result, if 
their plans could be carried out, would be 
the gradual annihilation and expulsion of 
the wealth of the country. 
There would 
no longer be any disparity of conditions 
between rich and poor, because all would 
be poor alike. Qur organized industries 
would be destroyed. All machinery which 
requires the cooperation of many laborers 
would be disused, and we should be obliged 
to return to the conditions and methods of 
life of the days before the introduction 
of improved labor saying machinery, when 
the people of our country depended 
almost wholly upon agriculture and such 
miDufacturcs as could be carried on in 
tneir homes. The world’s wealth will not 
be perpetuated or reproduced if the essen­ 
tial conditions under winch it has been 
created aie destroyed. 
4 Might does not make right or justice on 
tho side of the people, any more than on 
that of the tyrannical few who are regard­ 
ed as oppressors. Excessive taxation is 
robbery, though the guilt and dishonor of 
it may be distributed among millions of 
voters. 
When the people make a law 
which compels the capitalists of a city to 
deliver up their wealth at tho doors of 
tho city treasury, for distribution among
